Jackson VI i-LK, Fla., Oct. 2. — Cedar 
Keys ia a. place of desolation and death. 
Forty-eight honrs ago it waa a tlirivint; 
town of 1,500 inhabitants. To-day ninny 
of the people are corpses, scores of others 
are injured and there are Inil few houses 
left standing. Twenty oorpsos htive 
been recovered ; but only a few have 
been identified, so mutilated were they 
by the falling timbers. Many of the 
corpses were dug out of the mud, in 
which they were buried by tlie mighty 
till:'' wave that swept over the town 
on 'I'lU'sihiy tiioriiiiitr. Tht; town i.'^ 
situated at, the tiioiitli of liie .Suwance 
river on a niiiiiber of small (jtiays con- 
nected by a nninbcr of biidL'e.s. Jt liad 
no protection and went to jiicics wlicn 
the \Ve„'3t Imlia huri icane wilh a velocity 
of thirty-live miles an hourciinii; roariiij_' 
Irom the gulf. The storm struck the 
place about 3:30 o'clock on Tuesday 
morning and continued for several hours. 
Though warning had been given nothing 
indicated a blow of unusual severity. 

Up to 11 o'clock the night was cahn 
and quiet. At that hour, a moderate 
breeze sprang up from the eastward, in- 
creasing gradually until a thirty mile 
wind .was blowing. About -1 a.m. it 
blew .1 perfect tornado and suddenly 
changed to the southeast, bringing a 
perfect deluge of water, the tide rising 
two feet hiiiner than in the niemorahle 
gale of ISDI:, which was at the time said 
to he the worst storm on record. At 7 
o'clocdc an immense tidal wave 
came in from the south, carrying 
destruction with it. Boats, wharves 
and small houses were hurled en 
the shore and breaking into fragments 
covered the streets with wreckage and 
rendered them almost impassable ; while 
the torrents of water were rushing 
through every open space at a rate 
which would take the strongest man off 
his feet. It was this tidal wave thiit 
caused the ijrincijial loss of life. Of the 
twenty bodies recovered, twelve are 
whites and eiglit colored. Of tlie 
whites six belonged to the Whitson 
family. The other four whitt; victims 
are men aud liave not been identified. 
The number of deaths at Cedar Keys 
jiroper is as nothing com|)ared with the 
number of spongers and lishermen who 
were drowned. The Mary Kliza came 
in thi.H morning dismantled. .She re- 
jjorted' that at (lark on Monday night 
nearly 100 vessels were anchored on the 
Sponge bar below Cedar Keys, and that 
all of them but about twenty were lost. 
These boats carried from four to ten 
men each. The loss of life is therefore 
very great.

Newspnper Correspondent Who Is at 
Present Making His Way to St. 
Petersburg. 

Por.T TowNsK.vi), Oct. 2.— The adven- 
turous tiew8i)a|)er corresiiondent, De 
Wintd, after a tiresome journey, though 
full of interest from a descriptive point 
of view, passed un through Southestern 
Alaska to the gold mines of the Upper 
Yukon river and then down to the Isle 
of St. Michaels. He obtained some in- 
teresting data relative to the description 
of the country and its resources, of 
which be forwarded lengtl^ accounts to 
his papers in London and Paris. At St. 
Michaels he embarked on the revenue 
cutter Bear and was taken across Behriiig 
straits lo Indian Point, Siberia. There 
he was landed and immediately com- 
menced prcjiarations for a jintrney of 
over -1,000 inilea through the heart of the 
vast jjrairics of Siberia ahd over its 
practically unexplored mountains to 
St. Petersburg, the Russian capital. Kx- 
cept the native guides which he will take 
a^ong the route, he is unaccomiianied by 
single person. That his Siberian 
journey, ncrosa such a vast barren 
waste ot territory in midwinter, 
will lie attended with many dangers 
and hardahips can scarcely be doubted. 
But then Do Wintd is an experienced 
traveller and has made many equally as 
perilous journeys, ao that no fear, for his 
aafety need be apprehended. Captain 
l lealy, lately of the Bear, intended to 'be 
De Wintd's travelling companion, but 
on reaching the Yukon territory decided 
that Alaska afforded a more prolific field 
to labor in and did not involve such 
hardshipa as wotdd ho experienced across 
Siberia. He remained on the Yukon 
and will probably engage in trading.

V.vscouvEB, Oct. 2.— There arrived yes- 
terday by specinl train over the Canadian 
I'acilic a distinguished \iarty of railway 
men, consisting of President I). W. Winter, 
of the Northern I'acilic ; General Manager

J. M. Hannaford, General Passenger Agent 
C. S. I'ee and Chief Kiigineer K. II. .Mc- 
Henry, of the same road, who, with a jparly 
of friends and other;onicials, have just roiii- 
plctcd a tour of the Trail Creek pnitiuii m 
the K(]oteiiay eouiitry. 

'I'hc party originally came out nvii tin- 
Noi-thcrii I'aciric on a tour of inspection, 
and having hiMid so iimcli of the hiinous 
Koolcnay counl ry , dc-cidi:d to sue the dis- 
irii'l for "themselves.

The best that 
they hope for is that ijy good treatment 
and skilful nursing executioq may be 
delayed for a while — but as to permanent 
cure it is deceiving themselves even to 
hope for it. 

1 The alllicted person after a while be- 
comes possessed of the idea of the in- 
curableness of the disease and grows 
melancholy and despondent. This low- 
ness of B[)irits and loss of hope is of it- 
self a disease and is exccediii^'ly trying 
to even a robust coiistittUiiin. It is be- 
ginning to lie tulmitted now that the 
atate of a person's health in a very great 
measure depends upon tlie condition of 
his mind. If the mind is easy and the 
spirits good or equable the chances of 
recovery of those who are seriously ill 
are— other things being favorable — good ; 
but if the mind ia disturbed and the 
BpirilH from the absence of hope, or grief 
or disaiiijointment or any oth^'r cause, 
depressed, the illness is almost certain 
to be fatal. It is this want of hope, the 
melancholy looks and tones of his friends 
and the gloominess of his surroundings 
generally that frequently cause the con- 
sumptive ])atient <iuickly to succumb to 
tlie disease. 

I'liysicians now see the importance of 
iiaving the surroundings of the consuni])- 
tive patient as pleasant and as clieerfui 
as possible. Many, if not a majority, 
believe that consumption, if taken in 
time and the patient treated properly, 
can be cured, and aloo— whicii is a very 
important consideration — that it can 
be jirevonted from spreading.

.Many and important changes in the 
route and time of the Caiuulian-.\uslral- 
aslan steamship line are pi-omised for 1897, 
consequent upon the addition of the 
Aorangi to Mr. .lames fluddart's lleet 
and the incorjiorat ion of the X(^w /eal- 
aiul ])orts in the call schedule. Whether 
each of the three shijjs will hereafter 
come to Victoria by way of New /.ealand, 
thereby changing the route very mater- 
ially, or only the Aorangi wili connect 
Itril ish Columbia with New Zealand, is 
not yet thoroughly understood, although 
the latter I'ourso will most ])robahly bo 
pursued, the advantages of the present 
direct route between .\ustralia and 
America liaving now been frequently 
demonsti-ated anil having done much 
toward popularizing the line. The 
new acciuibition, tho Aorangi, is a very 
lino steamer aa regards both passenger 
ind freight accommodation — a little 
smaller than the Arawa, and admirably 
suited both as regards speed and equip- 
ment for the service she is about to en- 
ter upon. She is now receiving a thor- 
ough overhaul in England, and tins 
completed will leave at once for Austra- 
lia to take up her running. The .Voranni 
was built by the .lolin KIder Co. to the 
order of her former owners, the New 
/'■aland Shipping Co,, and was for some 
time the holder of ihi^ record between 
Lon<lon and .N'ew Zealand, She is a 
craft of tons, in general type some- 

what similar to the .Vrawa, and will un- 
doubtedly be the handsomest aa well aa 
fastest vessel in the American-Australian 
trade.

Final Jiuljjnient. 



The application uE the Consolidatod 
Eailway Co. to v^'etniiii tlio Citj' of Vic- 
toria irom proceeding with the construc- 
. ' tipn of the pile bridge across tlie Arm at 
i Point EUiee was heard by Mr. Justice 
Drake yesterday morning. Mr. E. P. 
Davis, Q.O., who with Mr. L. P. Duff 
and Mr. G. If. Barnard appeared for the 
company, niiule thu apjilication, and Mr 
C. Dubois Mason iippearud on belialf of 
the city. 

Mr. Davis in opening liia argument 
briefly recited the facts of the city liav- 
ing begun the erection of a pile liridt;e 
to replace tlie structure broken down by 
the accident in May last. The objection 
that the applicants had to the pile bridge 
was that it was not intended for tramway 
traffic, beinn admittedly iusuflieient in 
strength for that purpose. Tliey there- 
fore asked that the hridiie he not 
allowed to proeued to eoMijih-tioii 
as it was "ot in at'i:ord 
witli tlie a;,'ri'L'nient hy which th(! lail- 
way L'Oinpuiiy had tlic right to run tlieir 
tniinoara ove'r tlic liridj,'e.-j ami liii^'InvayH 
witliin tilt' city. I'iie iircseiit Ciiii;-oli- 
dated liailway Co. were siiei^e.'-.'iors to 
the Victoria lOlectric liailway and hight- 
inj; Co., wlio l)y the Btatute of ISill were 
iriven power io nm traiiicarn over tlie 
highways and bri(lf,'es in the city of Vic- 
toria; the statute cunlirniintr the a(,'ree- 
meut entered into in 1SS8, by which tlie 
' tramway were (by section 33) empowered 
' to lay and operate a single line of street 
railway over any bridge in the city. Tlie 
effect of section 18 of the statute passed 
by the legislature in ISO ) could only be 
understood, Mr. Davis argued, as giving 
an absolute ri^ht to the tramway of pa.ss- 
ing over the higliwaya in the city, and 
among them whatever highway might 
exist ijctweoii tlie city and lOsciuimalt, 
inchiding any highway bridge across the 
Arm. He did not contend that tlie 
tramway had tlio power to force the city 
to reconstruct a l.iridge if one wapi de- 
stroyed, but ao long as the liighway ex- 
isted, and the city erected a bridge, the 
tramway had a right to Jse that high- 
way and bridge, aud the city were bound 
to see that the bridge was adapted to 
tramway traffic. 

Another point that Mr. Davis argued 
was that if the bridge were built without 
provieion for tramway traffic, the struc- 
ture would really form an ob.«trnction to 
thetranuvay. The tramway coniiiaiiy's 
position would bo far better if the pres- 
ent pile bridge were stoppeti from fur- 
ther construction, for in tliis case public 
necessity would comiiol the city to put 
up a proper bridge. 

The Court, smiling—" I wish you 
could force that on tlie corporation." 

Mr. Davis concluded his argument by 
pointing out that though the city was not 
liable for non-feasance, it was liable for 
mis-feasance. There was, he thought, an 
implied covenant in the agreement tliat 
the city should, in allowing the tramway 
to ase the bridges, see that the struc- 
tures were strong enough to carry tram- 
way traffic. 

His Lordship inquired if the city had 
the right to pass a by-law to specify the 
weight of the tram cars to be lun. lie 
could not see, however, that there was 
anything in the contract to allow the 
city to interfere in this respect, except 
perhajis under the general nuuiiinpal 
powers to look after tlie safety of the 
public. , 

Mr. Davis rejjlied that the city had 
passed a by-law restricting the weight of 
cars to 8)0 tons, but it seemed doubtful 
if the city had the power to pass such a 
by-law. 

Mr, 0. Dubois Mason in defending the 
city's position remarked that the ques- 
tion was practically one as to what terms 
the city and the tramway could come to 
as to running cars over the bridge. The 
tramway company would have acted 
with more sense if instead of applying 
for this injunction they liad— now t hat 
permission had beeen given by the Do- 
minion governiiieiit to construct the 
hriilgci — come forward with some reason- 
able ofl'er. In that ca.se the bridee might 
have been changed sudiciently to allow 
the train cars to run over it. 

Mr. Davis replied that the affidavit of 
the city engineer showed that tlie bridge 
was insutlicient.for ti-amway tradic. 

Mr. Mason explained that the plan 
was such that the extra supports neces- 
sary for tramway traffic could be put in. 
The objection that the city had to allow- 
im^ the tram cars to run over the bridge 
was the want of some power to con- 
trol the tramway traffic. The city had 
indeed made a by-law to regulate the 
tram cars, but the by-law was now be- 
ing attacked in the courts. 

Mr. .luHtico Drake — The position taken 
by the city sceniB to be that they are 
notcarryiiig oat an agreeniont that they 
regret hiiving iiiiide. Ihit however strong 
that regret might be it does not irive the 
city the jiower to change an agreement 
once entered into no matter hoiv bad it 
was. 

Mr. Mason, i)roceeding with his argu 
ment, held that the agreement made 
with the city in 1888 only applied to the 
city limits as they then existed. The 
tramway people themselves used this 
argument when they refused to run their 
cars to the present city limits. If the 
tramway company were right on this 
score, then the city had the riirht to say 
that the .Tgreemeiit did notapply to Point 
lOllii'o bridge as that bridge was outside 
the limits in 1888 when the agreement 
w.is luai" 

Mr. .1 usi ice Drake — " But the tramway 
compaiiy in 18S.S had the power to run 
over the iiridges in the district of which 
the P< i it Ellice bridge was one, and 
coiiHuqoently when the city limits were 
o.< tended to take in the Point lOllice 
bridge tlio tramway company still hail 
the same right." 

Mr. Mason further argued that the 
.agreement in any case only referred to 
existing bridges and not to bridges built 
in the future. The new pile bridge was 
a dillereiit bridge from the Point EUics 
hriilgo, which still existed in part. 

The Court intimated that it was v(!ry 
true that part of the Point I<;ilice bridge 
did remain, and he believed that if an 
indictment were laid against the corpor 



t'he communication that was now ob- 
8|(ti;acted by the broken bridge. 

\Mr, Mason went on to say that the \ 
co'.vupany, while they could not force the | 
city; to rebuild the Point Ellice bridge,: 
luigh't go ahead and repair it theinselvej. 1 

The, Court — "That bridge is muuiti- . 
pal iirtiperty; private people have no] 
iuisineiis to pull down a bridge belouf:- 1 
iiig to tlie city and rebuild 11 to suit, i 
theinselvea because it does not happen ' 
to rtuit their ideas." 

Mr. Mapon replied that the city did | 
i">L w'ant to rebuild the Point Ellice i 
iiri^tif, they did not wiyli to admit 
any iialiility in the structure. He closed 
by asking that the court wouUl bold the 
matter over till the nrotion to (|uash the 
tramway regulation by-law was argued, 
for then it would be decided as to 
whether the city had a right to inipoae 
conditions on tiie tramway trafUc over 
the bri'lgo. 

The Court could not see iiiiv reariou to 
grant tlu! delay. The dililcnltics that 
the city iKU'i-'now on their shoulders 
were bji.ught uu by their own actions. 

Mr. ^;as(?ii tlK-ught 'h:.t the company 
should have come to the <'!ly with .-ouk^ 
proposal for healini: 'ip t hci r dillerences. 

The Court — An I ■ •! the meantime the 
city aat behind their dignity in the cor- 
lioration b.alld instead of going to the 
cumijany. 

Mr. Alason spoke of the troubles of 
the city in not 'havingmoney togoahead 
with a'permanent bridge. 

Tiie Court thereupon remarked amid 

some amusenient that the laws provided 
for that, as a sequestrator might be put 
ill charge and a rate levied to build a 
bridge. 

At the suggestion of the Court the ii])- 
|ilieatit/n was oliaiiged into a niotii)ii for 
liiial jiuiciiieiit, so tliat instead of an in- 
terim injunction he will give a liiial de- 
claration of the rightsof the parties, who 
would also have the right of ai)peal. 

Mr. Davi.s suggested that to avoid any 
inconvenience that might be occasioned 
by delay, the construction of the bridge 
be proceeded with on an undertaking 
by the city to make the structure suf- 
liciently strong for tramway traffic, the 
tramway comjiany agreeing if the de- 
cision went against them to pay the 
e.Klra cost involved. 

Judgment will probably be delivered 
to-day.

THE SALMON INDUSTKY. 

VtCft. yrhcox on tbe. Steady ; Growth of the 
'' V Business; on :tlie. Paelfle 

Seattle, Oet. ,2.— Prof. W.X Wilcox, 
Btatiatical Rgmt of the United States fiab 
commission, who has been inspecting the 

Prtcilii,' coast for the last two or three 
montlip, lias just letiiriicd from ;i trip 
along the Oregon coast, as far south as 
Orescent Oity, jast over the' California 
line. On this trip Prof. Wilcox visited 
all the coast rivers, gathering data for 
the next annual report of the flali com- 
mission. Spinikiug to an Oregonian re- 
reportor Wednesday he said: 

"The run of liah in pU the Coast 
streams, with the exception of Coos bay 
and Kogue river, has been much below 
tlie averane tliouiih the salmon as a rule 
were surijrisinj^ly large. 

" Tlie salmon induBtry," oontinucd 
the agent of the (isli commission, " luiH 
become a great factor on tliu J^icilic 
coast. Sahncm is a commodity that is 
readily converted into eaali, and it does 
not require, the investment of a very 
considerable ca|)ital. 1 first visited tlie 
Coast eight years ago, and last time four 
vears ago, and the development in this 
InduBtry that I have noticed in each 
successive trip West has surprised 
me. Four years ago, no ilsh were 
caught for commercial purposes in 
the four rivers emptying into the Sound 
above Seattle ; but canneries have since 
been establiabed there, and, a few 
months ago, when I was over there, f 
learnetl that the catch last year amount- 
ed to aliour 5,000,000 pound. The im- 
portanee of propa;.MU(jti is now lieing 
felt, and the lish eommi:-pion will t^oon 
liiid it ;iei;i'ssary to es^tal)lisli more liatcli- 
eries hm-e. lOvery year the I'acilii; coast 
is making greater iuid gre:iler demanths 
ujjon tlic lish commis.'iion.'' 

I'rof. Wilcox is actively engaged in 
gathering statistics for the coin in ission. 
r,ast year his report on the Pacilie coa.st 
made a pampldet of several bundled 
pages, tilled with tables and alt manner 
'of data. 

The United States government has 
realized the importance of gathering 
such data and statistics every since an 
experience it had some years ago, in 
which it was compelled to pay 
over more than $5,000,000 to Kn^- 
land. Accordiuf^ to I'rof. Wilco.x, 
this government and ICiigland entered 
into a treaty regarding the right 
to lish in Canadian and American 
waters on the Atlantic coast, which pro- 
vided that the lishermen of either coun- 
try could take li.sh in either Canadian 
or American waters, regardless of 
boundary lines, for the period of 
ten year.^. At the end of that time 
the commission was to meet and as- 
sess the benefit that had accrued to one 
or the other party to the treaty, and 
the nation which was so beneliled was 
then to reimburse the other in cash. At, 
the end of the ten years the commission 
met. Canada presented in evidence elab- 
orate statistics and tables showing every 
pound of fish that had been taken under 
the conditions of the treaty. The United 
States had nothing to oiler in return, save 
very incomplete oral evidem'e, though its 
representative of tlie commission, P.en 
Jiutler, was satislied that Camilla w;ia in 
reality the nation benelited, and the re- 
sult was a linding by which this country 
had to p;iv the live millions mentioned 
to I'jngland. ,'^inee then, reiinirked Prof. 
Wilcox, the government has appreciated 
the importance of statistics.

TIl.VINS IN COLLISIO.X. 

Pifty-two Cars Piled Up as Hi^h as tliu 
Telegraph Poles. 

PiTTsnuiiG, Oct, 2.— Two freii,'ht trains 
collided on Wednesday night at I'hilaon, 
on the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, 12-1 
miles east of Pittsburg, making the 
worst wreck in the history of the roatl. 
'One man is dead, two probaljly fatally 
injured and several others are missing. 
The gr.ide at Philson is over 100 feet to 
the mile. The fast freight east 
was scheduled to meet the west- 
bound freight at Philson. The lat- 
ter train waited on the main track for 
the 'east-bound train. On the down 
grade the crew of the latter lost control 
of the train, and it was going at a hit:h 
Tate oi speed when it struck the other 
train. Ever car was thrown to tlie com- 
mon centre of the colheion and ground 
to atoms, the engines were smashed to 
scrap iron, and tlio debris piled as liigh 
as the telegraph jioles. Two tramps 
were taken from the wreck dead ; others 
are believed to be l^uried under the de 
hria of the fifty-two cars, which iaapiit 
fully fifty feet high. 



A SALARY GRAB. 

Liberal Hyprocrisy in Regard to Curtailing 
the Length of the Session. 

(I'roni tlie Toronto News, Ind. Con.) 

The pretence that the session of par- 
liament has been prolonged by the op- 
liosilion beyond the thirty days in order 
to securu the maximum indemnity is a 
piece of Liberal liyiiocrisy that is not 
likely to deceive anybody. The asser- 
tion is made by the Globe that "the 
Liberals, as a part)^, desired to keep tlie 
session within thirty days, and this 
could have been done if the Conserva 
tives had given their support 
to tlie arrangement. Tiie Globe's 
remarks on this question recall a 
sc^i'ue; wiiieli was enacted at the lirst 
Lil.ieral caucus, anil which it ma.v do the 
(.ilolie L'ood to be reiniiuled of. On the 
meiuorabie occasion referred to, after 
the Premier bad siKsken, there were 
loui! cries liir " Alowat! .Mowat 1" 

Mattered hy this evidence of ])opu- 
hirity, Sir (iliver, snnliiig bland- 
ly, roi'c to address the faitlilul 
ones wlio had I'ounht tinder the 
h:iniier of Laui ier, Mowat ami Victory . 
lie dropped some wise words, which 
were eagerly applauded, but soon he 
turned to tlie question of the duration 
of the session. Ami<l a dead oppressive 
silence he urged the Liberal members to 
keep the session within the thirty days 

Secure in the posaession of his own 
seven thousand dollars a year, the vir 
luous knight pointedout the magnificent 
result of such a course. "It woul ' 
iiave a splendid effect upon the cotin- 
try," lie said. lie paused to give his 
hearers an oi)|iortutiity to apjilatul his 
sentiment. The only sound that rent 
the grave-like silence was the stertorous 
breathings of meinbors who had al- 
ready spent the full sessional indem- 
nity. I'Vom the deptlis of the dismay 
into wliieh tlie caucus had been plunged 
by Sir Oliver's virtuous jiroposiliou 
eame a still, small voice in the tones of 
Dr. I.aiiderkiii, saying : 

" It wunhl have a damned bad ellect 
on the members' pockets." 

A wild, enthusiastic yell of approval 
greeted the remark, and that settled 
the length of the session. Sir Oliver 
shut up and withdrew in a huff, and 
had to be coaxed to attend a council 
meeting later in the day. From that 
hour there has been no talk among 
the Liberals of curtailing the length 
of the session, and the amount of in 
demnitv.

CHINESE IN AUSTRALIA. 

What New South Wales Has Done to Re 
strict Their Immigration. 

The unanimity with which the differ- 
ent Australian colonies have passed laws 

restricting tin; immigration of Chinese, 
and proiii I 'ii ing their lamling except u|)- 
on payne nt of a heavy poll-tax-, may be 
taken a-i some evidence of the uiidesir- 
ability of the race as colonists. At the 
census of ISiil there were in New South 
Wales lLi,li8S Chinese; in 1871 the num- 
ber had fallen to 7,2l'0 ; in 1881 it had 
risen to 10,1205, and to 15, -145 at the end 
of 1SS8. Since that time, however, the 
departures have been numerous, and only 
11, 15t) Chinese were enumerated in April, 
1891. In 18S1 the iiillux of Chinese into 
the colony appeared sulliciently formid- 
able to demand the interference of the 
New South Wales legislature. Accord- 
ingly the " Influx of Chinese Restriction 
Act " was passed, with the result that 
the subsequent year was marked by it 
decrease in. the arrivals to the extent of 
3,468. After that time, however, there 
was a steady increase until 18ss, wln-n 
legislation again stepped in, this time 
with more stringent regulations, to re- 
strict the numbers arriving on these 
shores. 

Tlie increasing desire on the part of 
the Chinese to migrate to Australia had 
brijught about considerable discussion, 
which culminated in a conference of 
delegates from all the colonies being liehl 
in Sydney in IS8S. .As a result, the con- 
ference prepared a "nu't liill, which was 
afterwards submitted to the parliaments 
of the different colonies. The • bill 
provided that more stringent regu- 
lations should be enforced to 
check the influx of Chinese to 
the shores of New South Wales, and 
although it vfcis not deemed advisable 
that their landin<_' should be prohibited 
Utoiretlii r, yet it was considere^i ihmh'H- 
sary tliiil such a limit should be jjlaced 
totlui niiinbers privileged to land as 
wouhl jirove an efficient chi ck to Chinese 
iinmiL'rat.ion. ■ 

I3efore the conference met, progress 
had been inudo iu the New South Wales 
legislature with a bill which was jiro- 
ceeded with after the conference ad- 
journed, and became law on the 11th of 
July, 1888. By this nieasuro vessels are 
prohibited from carrying to the colony 
more than one Chinese passenger to 
every .300 tone, and Chinese landing arc 
to pay a poll-tax of £100, and are not to 
engage in mining without express auth- 
ority under the hand and seal of the 
colonial Minister of Mines, nor are they 
permitted to become naturalised. "The 
penealty for a breacli of the act is .tOOO. 
The act has ojierated to the entire cessa- 
tion of Cliin(!K(! inunigration, but it is 
intended by tin; Ninv South Wales gov- 
ernment to go further, and jilace siiiiihir 
restrictions on Asiatic immigration 
generally.
